TAKING THEIR TIME.

Indianapolis, Sept. 14. — According 
to a report current, it is not probable 
that the board of control of the state 
prison at Michigan City will select a 
successor to the late warden, James 
D. Reid, before December or January. 
The board adjourned its recent Sep­ 
tember meeting at the prison without 
selecting a date for a special meeting, 
w'hich mak es the next session come at 
the regular time, the first of October. 
The September meeting was held on 
the day following the sudden death 
of the warden and no candidates for 
the appointment were considered by 
the board and no applications were re­ 
ceived. 
No formal consideration of 
applications can be had before the 
October meeting, 
unless a special 
meeting is called for that purpose, 
W'hich is said to be very improbable. 
It is further said that it is not lik ely 
that any applications will be consid­ 
ered in the October meeting. 
The 
current fiscal year closes Sept. 30, and 
the board will have for consideration 
the usual amount of financial work 
for the October session, which proba­ 
bly will tak e all and more of the time 
usually allotted to the monthly meet­ 
ings. 
Deputy Warden Garner is now 
in charge of the institution and is go­ 
ing ahead with the building under 
way. 
His work is satisfactory to the 
board in his present capacity, and

If we make a su ccess of keeping a 
flock of shee« p on ou r farms we mu st 
get away from the common belief that 
sheep may be kept as scav engers. 
While it is a fact that sheep will 
clean u p w’eeds and briars, and man­ 
age to ex ist on poor pastu re, y et this 
is only incidental. 
If wTe keep a flock of sheep as scav ­ 
engers they soon assu me the appear- 
anct that their pu rpose wou ld signify . 
Their fleeces appear seedy and fu ll of 
bu rrs and briars, and they show' the 


the indiv idu als that they are selecting 
and mating. 
It takes considerable tim e for a man 
to train his ey e and tou ch so that he 
can make intelligent selections ev en 
from his own fleck. 
When we observ e the qu ality and 
stu dy the conditions which su rrou nd 
the av erage farm flock w’e do not won­ 
der that the majority of farmers make 
a failu re of the sheep bu siness. 
It is really astonishing to note the

A great many fail 
with sheep becau se they u ndertake to 
work with too large a nu mber. 
Ev ery sheep looks alike and they 
cannot make an intelligent stu dy of 


bu siness. 
Any intelligent farmer who 
is a stu dent of the present economic 
conditions cannot fail to see that the 
fu tu re of the mu tton growing and fat­ 
tening bu siness affords an attractiv e 
ou tlook for the farmer who is in a 
position to handle a farm flock of 
from one to two hu ndred well-bred 
ewes.

Mone y for the Indians . 
By a decision of the cou rt of claims 
In Washington, the confederated bands 
of Ute Indians will receiv e $3,400,000 
from the United States gov ernment In 
settlement of claims amou nting ap­ 
prox imately to $16 ,000,000. 
The set­ 
tlement was made u nder the prov i­ 
sions of a special act of congress of 
May 3, 19 09 , which enjoined the cou rt 
of claims to hear and determine the 
claims of the Ute Indans to 
certain 
lands in Utah and Colorado, compris­ 
ing abou t 2,500,000 acres 
of 
timber, 
coal and agricu ltu ral lands. 
These 
lands were set apart for the u se of 
the Utes as far back as 18 49 , bu t had 
been disposed of by the gov ernment 
as forest preserv es and otherwise.

New Jersey there is another Gu ernsey 
center, and in v ariou s parts of the 
cou ntr y there are Jersey and Ay rshire 
dairy centers.

Put the cobs in a large sauce­ 
pan, break ing in two if necessary, to 
mak e them fit in.

Black Caps.—An old name for ap­ 
ples bak ed in their sk ins was “black 
caps.” 
A recipe printed in 1734, one 
of ‘‘Five Hundred New Recipes”— 
there have been five hundred 
new 
recipes a year ever since—is as fol­ 
lows: “To mak e black caps.—Tak e a 
dozen of good pippins, cut them in 
halves and tak e out the cores; then 
place them in a right Mazarine dish 
with the sk ins on, the cut side down­ 
wards; 
put to them 
a very little 
water, scrape on them some loaf 
sugar, put them in a hot oven until 
the sk ins are burnt black and your 
apples tender; serve them on plates 
strew’d over with sugar.” 
Sweet apples used to be the favor­ 
ite and almost the only k ind of apples 
bak ed, that is, in some parts of the 
country. 
Old orchards in New Eng­ 
land always had a number of sweet 
apple trees, including the great pound 
sweet which was used for cider apple 
sauce, made with boiled cider; 
but 
sweet apples are not so common in 
the “Ben Davis belt.” 
Sweet apples 
need no sugar and their sk ins always 
t.urn dark when they 
are 
cook ed. 
They are eaten with milk . 
“Bak ed 
apples and milk ” were once consid­ 
ered one of the special delicacies of 
the fall season. 
To bak e cook ing apples, sour ones 
of course, whose sk ins do not readily 
caramelize or carbonize, has now be­ 
come quite a universal and much to 
be commended way of cook ing this 
uniquely wholesome fruit. 
If apples 
are bak ed slowly their sk ins will be 
almost as soft as the inside and the 
juice around them will jelly. 
Bak ed 
Apples.—Select four nice, 
firm apples and core. 
Fill each with 
sugar and a few nut meats chopped 
and a pinch of cinnamon. Put a little 
hot water in pan and bak e until ten­ 
der. There will be a little sirup after 
they are done; add a little of this 
to each apple and serve warm. 
Wade Apples.—Wash and core four 
apples and fill them with chopped 
nuts, dates, sugar, aDd a tiny bit of 
butter. 
Put them in a bak ing pan 
with an inch of water and baste every 
five minutes while bak ing.

W ashingto n, Sept. 14.—One of the 
first fruits of the Maine electio n will 
pro bably be a m o vem ent for the b e tte r 
o rganizatirm and discipline of the Re­ 
publican party. 
The m atter has been 
discussed at Beverly and in W ashing­ 
ton. and there is a feeling am o ng the 
leaders that tne Republican ship needs 
a pilot. 
P o stm aster General Hitch- I 
cock is no longer actively in co m m and, j 
W hen he entered the cabinet he re­ 
linq uished the chairm anship of the 
natio nal co m m ittee and named an act­ 
ing chairm an whose nam e is pro bably 
not now recalled by o ne Republican in 
ten tho usand. 
By a peculiar co inci­ 
dence he is a Maine Republican, ex - 
Go verno r Hill. 
P resident Taft sho w s 
no disposition to assum e the aggres 
sive leadership, as did his predecesso r. 
The president adm its th at he has no 
ability as a political manager, and he 
has no taste for such work. 
There is a lack of centralized au­ 
tho rity in the party m anagem ent. The 
co ngressio nal campaign is being m an­ 
aged 
nominally 
by 
R epresentative 
William B. McKinley of Illinois, ch air­ 
man ot the co m m ittee, but the work 
of the co ngressio nal co m m ittee is co n­ 
fined alm o st ex clusively to directing 
the campaigns for the re-electioo of 
m em bers of congress. 
The senato rial 
fights in each state are taking care of 
them selves and there is apparently no 
effort being made to lay a broad foun­ 
datio n for party success in 19 12.

find so m e Republican po ssessing the 
reso urcefulness and sagacity as a po­ 
litical leader that was displayed by the 
Fate M arcus A. Hanna.
